Election/Restrictions 



1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to elect 
a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 47-68 and 70-72, drawn to a process for destabilizing a viral quasi- 
species distribution without inducing resistance to therapeutic agents by replication of nucleic 
acid of viruses present in the quasi species-distribution by means of a defective replication 
system and an agent for the performance of the process according to claim 47, classified in class 
435, subclass 5. 

Group II, claim(s) 69, drawn to a method for the treatment or prophylaxis of diseases 
caused by virus comprising inducing a rate of misincorporation during viral replication higher 
than the rate of misincorporation of the wild-type virus, classified in class 435, subclass 173.1. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Group I, claims 47-68 and 70-72 are drawn to a 
process for destabilizing a viral quasi-species distribution without inducing resistance to 
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therapeutic agents by replicating nucleic acid of viruses present in the quasi-species and Group H, 
claim 69 is drawn to a method for the treatment or prophylaxis of diseases caused by a virus 
comprising inducing a rate of misincoiporation during viral replication higher than the rate of 
misincorporation of the wild-type virus. Thus, based upon the method steps as discussed above, 
they lack the same or corresponding special technical features. 

3. A telephone call was made to Mr. Edward R. Freedman on 7/29/2002 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
